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Pastor’s 

Foreword 

We  should  begin  this  resume  on  the  Parish  by  saying:  “There  is  so  much  for 
which  we  should  thank  God.”  In  spite  of  the  small  catechetical  classes  due  to  the 
decline  of  the  birthrate  12  and  13  years  ago  we  still  show  an  increase  in  membership 
due  to  the  large  number  of  adult  accessions.  Let’s  keep  up  our  evangelistic  zeaL 
Bring  your  neighbors  to  God’s  House. 

Both  churches  have  done  well  on  their  Building  Funds.  St.  Daniel’s  paid  off 
about  $10,000  and  Trinity’s  fund  for  the  future  now  reaches  over  $13,000.  Here  is 
the  “vision  for  the  future”  and  “zeal  for  achievement.” 

Our  boys  are  coming  out  of  the  Armed  Forces  and  we  must  quickly  put  them 
back  into  the  harness  in  the  Home  Church.  Let’s  keep  up  our  contacts  with  the 
boys  and  girls  who  attend  higher  schools  of  education  and  use  their  talent  as  much 
as  possible. 

An  important  forward  step  in  both  churches  is  the  assuming  of  a  larger  Benevo¬ 
lent  Budget  under  the  “Grace  System  of  our  Synod.”  Pastor  Kidd  will  tell  us  about 
that  on  Ash  Wednesday. 

There  will  be  a  “special  gift”  this  year  to  Muhlenberg  College  as  they  embark 
on  their  program  of  education  for  our  girls  of  the  Synod. 

We  have  increased  attendance  this  year  but  we  still  have  room  to  improve.  We 
still  have  too  many  in  our  congregation  who  seem  to  get  enough  religion  in  two 
services  to  last  them  for  a  year.  The  Good  Book  says:  “If  the  righteous  shall  scarce¬ 
ly  be  saved,  where  shall  the  ungodly  and  sinner  appear?”  (I  Peter  4:18)  .  Let’s  adorn 
the  pews  with  human  personality. 


Parish  Meeting 

Robesonia,  Pa. 

January  10,  1954 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Robesonia  Lutheran  Parish  was  held  at  St.  Daniel’s 
Church.

The  Pastor  suggested  that  the  Property  Committee  inspect  the  parsonage  for 
need  of  paint. 

The  following  members  were  appointed  to  the  Property  Committee:  Albert 
Lauck,  Russell  Seigfried,  Ralph  Noecker  and  Raymond  Kalbach. 

The  Nominating  Committee  selected  the  following  officers:  Vice  President,  Har¬ 
old  Mountz;  Secretary,  Chester  B.  Sheetz;  Treasurer,  Clarence  Sprecher;  Conference 
Delegate,  Albert  Lauck;  Synod  Delegate,  Warren  Davis.  There  being  no  additional 
nominations  there  was  a  motion  by  Raymond  Kalbach  to  close  the  nominations.  A 
motion  was  made  by  Richard  Keppley  that  the  secretary  cast  a  ballot  and  the  motion 
was  seconded  by  Ralph  Noecker. 

Pastor  Leisey  welcomed  the  new  cotincilmen  and  thanked  the  outgoing  council- 
men  for  their  services  to  the  Parish. 

The  Pastor  suggested  that  for  Lenten  Services  we  secure  some  of  the  leaders  of 
the  Lutheran  Church  to  speak.  A  motion  was  made  by  Willis  Minnich  and  seconded 
by  Herbert  Stump.

The  mo¬ 
tion  was  made  by  George  Fisher  and  seconded  by  Richard  Keppley. 

A  Committee  of  three,  Harold  Mountz,  Calvin  Brown  and  Paul  Price,  were  ap¬ 
pointed  by  the  Pastor  to  contact  St.  Paul’s  Reformed  Church  in  regards  to  alternating 
joint  Christmas  Carol  services. 

A  motion  was  made  by  George  Fisher  and  seconded  by  Richard  Keppley  for 
the  Pastor  to  select  a  nominating  committee. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Albert  Lauck  and  seconded  by  Paul  Price  that  a  com¬ 
mittee  of  four  shall  study  the  proportion  to  pay  the  budget  of  the  Parish.  The 
committee  consists  of  the  Vice  Presidents  and  Treasurers  of  both  churches. 

There  being  no  further  business  the  meeting  was  adjourned  on  a  motion  by 
Albert  Lauck  and  seconded  by  Raymond  Kalbach. 

The  meeting  was  concluded  with  the  Lord’s  Prayer.
